er and its disastrous efTects on crops in many .sections, says 
truthfully: "Fanning, no matter how scientific it may-become, 
will continue to be a gamble as long as man cannot control 
the elements."

Inability to control the elements

'elements, which may rob him. in an hour of wlwt it has cost 
him a season of hard work to produce. He may go to bed. at 
night happy over his prospects, and gel up in the morning lo 
fiiid that frost lias while he slept cut the value of his crops in 
the middle or more. 


•.Thus it is that while farming is generally considered the 


safest business in the world, it really Is, in some ways, the most 
uncertain. While there are risks in all kinds of business, there 
are few enterprises in' which men have .the ground cut from 
under their feel like the farmer when overtaken by damaging 
weather conditions. He may have planted and cultivated with 
the utmost intelligence and skill, only lo have his labor brought 
to naught by conditions over which he has no control what- 
ever. 


The only salvation in such cases is the boimfifulness of na- 


ture. No storm is so severe aiid no frost so heavy as to destroy 
everything.' There is always something left, (he world is fed 
and f he1 farmer lives and, in the main, prospers in spite of the 
hard luck Dial occasionally overtakes him. And so while his 
business is a gamble lo some extent, it is without doubt one of 
the : safest gambles in (he world.
